The Cost of a Loaf of Bread. 
Edward Atkinson, the statistician, 


has figured out the cost of a loaf of 
bread in the Boston market, and 
presents the result in a very instruc- 
tive shape. His figures run in this 
way : Of the value of 100 barrels of 
Hour, 1300 goes to tho Dakota farm- 
er, tho freight to Boston will bo 
$107.50, the barrels will cost $15, 
the grinding $50, and the commis- 
sions and cartage $30, making tho 
total cost of tho 100 barrels of Hour 
$028.50 when tho flour reaches Bos- 
ton. The baker then takes the 100 
barrels of Hour and adds $210 worth 
of oven heat and yeast, and $200 
worth of labor, so that when the 
Hour goes into the shop for sale in 
the shape of 3,000 loaves of bread, 
it has cost $1,002.50, an equivalent 
of !H cents a pound. 
For this bread 


tho baker or tho retail dealer gets 
seven cents a pound , that is to wiy, 
tho baker and grocer in Boston gets 
about one half of the money paid 
for a barrel of Hour, the farmer gets 
a fifth, the railroads one tenth, tho 
miller, merchant and cooper omv 
fourteenth.
